10 . Joint field exercises of Soviet Array and German TP units have 
not taken place to date. However, attendants of the tactical 
commanders ‘ school in ICoehstedt participated in Soviet summer 

• maneuvers, and were assigned tactical problems in the framework 
of the maneuvers. All the other German police detached to 
Soviet field exercises were charged exclusively with guard 
duty and similar missions. 

11. The following four alert stages are in force with TP schools 

■ and units. 

Stage... 2 . Commitment in an area assigned to the TP school or 

unit 'in the event of internal disturbances; escorting 
• of food shipments in case that adequate personnel of* 
the Transportation Police is not available. Police 
on furlough are recalled and small arms ammunition 
is issued at that timet 

• Stage 2 . Readiness for immediate employment for all TP schools 

and Units. Heavy weapons, which otherwise are 
kept under lock, are issued. 

Stage I. Occupation of all points and installations of military 
'importance in the area assigned to the individual TP. 
schools and units. 

. .. . Stage- 4. Placement under the Soviet divisional commander in 
the area* and. employment by the Soviet Army in the

(ll^^Wftipekteur Scheffler was repeatedly mentioned as bding the 
chief of a special staff which. was to prepare the organization 
of an air police. His deputy reportedly is TP Inspekteur Zorn. 
Most, of the reports oh one organizational structure of tne 
infantry Kommandos mentioned .a 4th Hv MG. Abteilung and a 5th 
Mortar. Abtellung. The existence of mixed Abteilungen with 
heavy machine 'guns and mortars is doubted. 

( 3 ) The armored scout ear. AA gun and tank equipment specified 
approximately equals the assumed authorized basic allowance, 
but the actual equipment observed with the VPl)s is still 
substantially below the authorized level. Ho Soviet l60-am 
mortars and former German type VI (Tiger) tanks have so far 
. been observed with VTDs. Their use with VP units is doubted. 
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(4) No confirmatory information is available on these alert 
stages. The measures reportedly to be taken in the event 
of alert, stage 4 appear incredible , because the number 
of VPDs located in the various Soviet army areas varies 
greatly, particularly in. Mecklenburg and Saxony.
